'Soon Have Hearing 


FflTE OF WESTERN 
FEDERflTION DEPENDS 


ON THE RESULT 


(By New England Press) 


Caldwell, Idaho, Jan. 16.—Unless 


an unforeseen delay occurs, one week 
hence will witness the beginning of 
what promises to be the most noted" 
and sensational criminal trial 
that 


bas ever taken place in this part of 
the country. Charles II. Moyer, Wil- 
liam D. Hay wood and George A. Pet- 
tiborie, all of them officials 
of 
the 


Western Federation of Miners, 
will 


he placed in the dock to stand trial 
on a charge of- complicity 
in 
the 


murder of ex-Governor Steuneubcrg. 
The trial will take place before Judge 
5Td L. Bryan of the Seventh judicial 
district of Idaho. Judge Bryan, who 
is a Democrat, was elected bo the 
Vench last November. 
Before 
his 


election Judge Bryan was 
attorney 


for Ilany Orchard, also accused of 
complicity in the Stcimenberg mur- 
der and whose cuufession resulted in 
the ^arrest of the other three. 


The arrest :of JVIpyer, ,Hayw^x),d and 


Pettibohe was the culmination of the 
crimes attending the strike of West- 
ern miners in 1005. On the evening 
of Dec. 30 of that year ex-Governor 
Frank Steuaenberg was 
murdered. 


The murder was a 
most 
atrocious 


nne. 
The deed was committed by 


means of a bomb. A string was at- 
tached -to the gate at the Steuncn- 
jerg home and when the ox-Govern- 
jr- opened, it the mine was fired, Idli- 
ng him Instantly. The miners had 
hut slight personal grievances against 
Etcunenberg and It Is alleged that his 
murder was only one of a series of 
nssassinations planned by 
the 'ac- 


cused men in order to revive the life 
and Influence of the miners' organi- 
sation which had suffered .seriously' 
rs a result of the 
failure 
of 
the 


ctrikes. 


A short time after

murder,

1 rough the efforts' of Detective .las. 


McPnrland of Denver, Harry Orchard 
was arrested and made a confesylon 
H which he charged the officials of 
the Western Federation of 
Miners

Orchard's confession was a most rc- 
narkablu record "of crime. In addi- 
tion to giving the details of the; Ste- 
menberg murder, he told how he had 
>iantcd and exploded the bomb which 
'lew up the railroad station at in- 
Jependence, 
Col., 
killing 
thirteen 


lien and mangling six others, and 
how he had plotted 
to assassinate 


Gov. Peabody, Judge Goddard of the 
supreme' court of Colorado, and oth- 
firs who had incurred the onmlty of 
'.he Western Federation of Miners. 


Moyer, 
Haywood 
and 
Pettibono 


were not in Colorado when Orchard's 
confession was obtained. They had 
gone to 'Deliver. The Authorities be- 
lieved they were leaving 
the 
Uni- 


ted States. The warrants for them 
wore sent hurriedly to the Governor 
11' Colorado. 
Ho Issued extradition 


papcrH before the arrests were made. 
The three men were taken on the ev- 
ening of Saturday, Feb. 1.8, and hus- 
t'cd on hoard a special train. They 
had no opportunity to retain or con- 
sult counsel. On account of alleged 
I; icgularltles In the conduct of the 
Tiollnc who arrested them they ap- 
plied to the United Stales courts for 
writs of habons corpus. Th^Hc bolng 
10fused they .appealed to the United 
Slates Supreme court. That court a 
little over a month ago 'rfeclijeol the 
i;;pllcaticii adversely 
to 
the 
men,, 


thus removing tho last bar to tholr 
Irlal. 


The trial is exported to )i<- a battle 


loyal. Some of the bnsl. legal talent 
of (lie West,-and, In'f net. of the en- 
tiro country, li'ns linen fureured 
by 


(how Interested In the defense, while 


two of the leading attorneys of the 
Idaho bar will conduct the prosecu- 
tion. There is some likelihood that 
the attorneys for the 
defense 
will 


ask for 'a change of venue to either. 
Ada or 
.Washington 
counties, 
of 


which Boise and Weiser are, respec- 
tively, the county seats. .The trials 
probably will be long drawn out, es- 
ptcially if the defendants insist upon 
being tried separately. 
If separate 


trials are had it is probable that Moy- 
er will be the first defendant put on 
the stand, as he Is the president and 
guiding spirit of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners. 


Probably the feature of the trials 


will be the testimony of Harry Or- 
chard and Steve Adams, the two men 
wlio have confessed to a part in the 
conspiracy to assassinate 
Steunon- 


L'erg. 
Though the Orchard confes- 


sion has been carefully guarded by 
the authorities, many of its 
details 


were learned at the time of the ex- 
tradition proceedings. 
But practi- 


cally nothing has been given to the 
public regarding the Adams confes- 
sion, beyond Hie. statement by Gov. 
Gooding at the time the confession 
was announced, that it was 
"more 


sweeping than that of Orchard," and 
cmbracojl the story of some twenty- 
six murders, besides other 
crimes, 


which were laid at the door of" the 
"inner circle" of the Western Feder- 
ation. Around the confessions of the 
two men, it Is commonly 
believed, 


will practic/a^ly revolve the 
entire 


rase of the prosecution. 


The continued prosperity and pow- 


er of the Western FederaUon of Mi- 
ners, as now constituted, depend on 
.the outcome of the impending trials. 
If Moyer, Haywood and Pottibono arc 
convicted the 
present 
organization 


cannot survive, and years will pass 
before another of equal Influence can 
be formed. 
By their associates and

Only In a few Instances, however, 


where, the submarine gold, fields are 
close to the land will it be possible to 
work them as the submarine coal 
fields are now worked. But those 
oceanic gold fields on which the veins 
'outcrop at the surface are subject to 
constant attrition by the waves. 
This 


!causes the shedding of gold, which Is 
| concentrated by the sea and washed 
ashore. 


Gold deposits thus formed exist in 


.many countries, and they are remark- 
; able in that they are renewed or en- 
riched by almost every storm that 
passes over them. These deposits are 
^kriown by various names, but the term 
auriferous beach sand sufhciently de- 
scribes them. They occur in the Pa- 
cific beaches, from Alaska to Terra 
:del Fuego, and throughout the coasts 
of Australia and New Zealand, where 
they ' have long been 
worked with 


'profitable results. 
; 
The gold output from the gold bear- 


ing beaches at Nome, Alaska, this 
year is expected to reach $'1,000,000. 
The coast between Cape Nome and 
Point Roduej' for a distance of more 
than 20 miles is being worked for gold 
by hundreds of men. 


The beach is In 'places auriferous 


for a width of 2,000 .feet inland from 
the tide level and sometimes to a 
depth of GO feet. From the western 
base of Cape Nome there is a series of 
gravelly sea beaches extending inland 
several miles, which contain gold and 
are in places being worked to-day. 
These marine deposits yielded gold to 
the value of ?2,200,000 in 1003, |2,1S5,- 
000 In 1904 and ?2,850,000 in 1D05. 


The earth has also immense depos- 


its 
of auriferous sands ami clays. 


These are chiefly in the arid regions. 
In many countries they are profitably 
worked by dry blowing processes. 


But experiments in Australia have 


shown that much of the gold can be 
extracted in these cases by a special 
adaptation of gold' dredging known as 
tho pruldocklng' process. 
These de- 


posits are formed by the crosipn of 
auriferous rock formations aud the 
concentration of the gold by the action 
of wind and rain.
